dent Reagan outlining the pro- 
posed “contingency plan” for 
coping with the possible 
reduction of $11.4 million in 
expected federal cuts, Rine- 
hart argued that his plan could 
replace $7.2 million of the 
expected shortfall--" without 
cutting basic services or 
imposing general tax in- 
creases.” 

However, a close look at the 
coniingency pian demonsiries 
quite effectively that federal 
dollars in Columbus are critical 
to the continued effective func- 
tioning of the city’s human ser- 
vices network--and cutbacks 
could have serious .repercus- 
sions for the poor. 

.. One of Reagan's proposed 
‘budget cuts would eliminate 
federal revenue sharing, In 
Columbus, $6 million of the 
$9.4 million which the city 
receives in revenue sharing 


goes to assist in funding six — 


public health centers, approx- 


imately 40 local social service . 


agencies, and the city's Youth 
Service Bureau. The other $3.4 
million goes for street mainte- 
nance and traffic engineering. 

Another’proposed cut would 
reduce the city's Community 
Development Block Grant 
(CDBG) money by. $2 million 
(22' percent) per year, through 
a 10 percent reduction in fed- 
eral funds and a restructuring 
of the federal formula to 
benefit small, rather than large, 
cities. 


Components of the mayors. 


plan include: 


_Fee increases of $1.2 million; 
elimination of the cap on the” 
state's motor vehicle fuel tax; 
institution of a countywide 
tax levy for the Columbus Zoo; 
contracting out certain 
municipal services, such 4s 
trash collection, to private 
industry, which would save an 
estimated $1.8 million: 

These savings would gener- 
ate $5.2 million. In addition, 
Rinehart expects to generate 
around $2 million. in savings’ 
through reduction of federal 
red tape and increased 
revenues on loans awarded 
with CDBG and other program 
dollars, thus forcing CDBG to 
become most self-sufficient. 

The plan estimates that its

Thompson's bill is certainly no 
cure-al for the problem: even he 
recognizes that. In addition. 
Thompson says. “The bill isn't 
aimed at the habitual criminal. It's 
aimed at that person who's com- 
mitted a first offense. When you 
catch criminals. you give them 
their ‘druthers. Either give them a 
two or three-year sentence. or let 
them pay back what they owe.” It's 
no solution -- but it's certainly bet- 
ter -- for the offender and the vic- 
tim -- than what we have now.

Black Studies Center will gain new building 7 
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After 12 years in rented space on the.near Eastside, Ohio 
State University’s Black Studies Community Extension Center 
will gain a new $300,000 facility. 

The new center, to be located on the corner of Monroe Ave. 
and Mt. Vernon Ave., will serve as a physical link between Ohio 
State, the urban community, and city and county government, 
says James Upton. program manager of the Community 
Extension Center. 

Upton says relocation of the center also could méan better 
access for the urban community,-noting that the center is 
currently housed on the second floor of an 83-year-old school 
building at 640 S. Ohio Ave. and is in much need of repairs. 

“People don't want to come to a run-down building. If the 


. building’is run-down, people think you have a run-down pro- 


gram.” says Upton. 

Plans for the new center will include larger classrooms, 
more office space, a data center and a library that will be 
connected to the rest of the university's library control system. 

Since 1972, the center has maintained a bridge between the 
university and the Columbus community in order to provide 
educational services that relate to community issues and 
concerns. 

Among the-services provided are fully accredited courses in 
introductory college math, English composition and Black 
studies for current students and for people who are consider- 
ing whether to attend college, says Upton. 

“The center was established to overcome barriers that pre- 
vent disadvantaged adults from participating in higher educa- 
tion. These courses are designed to help working people start 
ona college degree,” he adds. © 

“No one can get a degree from the center. Eventually they 
will haveto come on the main campus, but it does allow them’ 
to take some classes in the evenings and on weekends.” 

The center, however, does more than offer cred.t courses. 
Non-credit courses on health care, consumer economics, 
resume writing and job interviewing skills are provided, as well 
as seminars, workshops, forums and other activities of interest 
to the community. 

Upton says the center.also serves as.a resource Jaboratory 
for university students and citizens who are interested in 
community issues. It houses an extensive collection of 
research on education, housing, crime, health, political partic- 
ipation. business and transportation. 

Many research projects have produced reports that were in 
high demand from the community. including studies on Black 


business development and voter behavior patterns, he says. 

“Much of the information collected by the center is the result 
of research conducted by graduate students in the Black stu- 
diés M.A. program in community development,” says Upton. 

An assistant professor of Black studies, Upton teaches a 
research methods course that is a requirement of the master's 
degree curriculum. “Students must do applied research, defin- 
ing a problem of concern to the community, bridging the gap 
between acquired knowledge and theory,” he says. 

The Columbus night prosecutor's program, natural gas 
deregulation and its effect on low income residential users in. 
Columbus, and a needs assessment on recreation in the inner 
city of Columbus are a few of the graduate research topics 
which Upton says have become documents for the city to use 
in implementing programs. r 

“Studies such as these have provided valuable research that 
the city has not had the money to pay someone to do, but the 
findings have been important to them,” he says. 

Ascholar himself, Upton recently has published a study on 
the social history of 20th century urban riots, which will, he 
feels, be of value in assessing possible future racial violence. 
Since 1976 the center has generated over $240,000.in out-

side funding through grant proposals and donations. “We 
can't do good teaching unless we do research. We need money 
to do research. Both are important,” Upton says. 

“ Another important function of the center is an internship 
placement service to Columbus and Franklin County public 
agencies. The center has placed 451 university students in 
internships in over 80 public and private industries. 


“We feel obligated to give something back to the community 
that funds our existence,” says Upton, noting that many 
interns have been offered permanent positions with the agen- 
cies where they interned. 

Although the center has had an impact on more than 1,000 
people enrolled in credit courses and other programs, Upton 
says he is not satisfied with the statistics. 

To increase the center's exposure, he is working on an edu-, 
cational needs assessment survey which he hopes will indicate 
the types of courses, programs and requirements of the adults 
who are most likely to utilize the center. ; 

“Today’s tight economy may create a larger market for the 
center to serve,” says Upton.

The present Community 
Extension Center, operated by 
the Department of Black Stu- 
dies, has been located in 
leased space at 640 S. Ohio 
Ave. since 1972. It offers credit 
andnon-creditcourses, 
research programs and servi- 


in 1981 allocated $300,000 in 
state capital improvement 
funds to acquire and renovate 
a building for the center. Later, 
Wallace proposed construct- 
ing a new facility to house the 
center on land donated by the 
city of Columbus for that 
purpose. 

The contract commits the 
university to buying the facility 
after it is built by Wallace and 
Co. to the university's 
specifications. 

The new center. will be a sin- 
gle story brick building of 
about 7,000 square feet. Air 
conditioned classrooms and 
teaching space will include a

do more for businesses that 
agree to locate or expand in 
this area, because that's where 
the need for jobs is the grea- 
test,” Rinéhart said. 

The boundaries are roughly 
the same as the entire city cor- 
porate boundaries were in 
1950, excluding the northern 
area of Clintonville and 
downtown. 

The zone will extend east- 
ward to Port Columbus Inter- 
national Airport, northeast and 
north to include South Linden 
and the southern edge of Clin- 
tonville; west to include part of 
the Hilltop area, and south to 
include nearly all of the South 
Side. 

State criteria for a state- 
recognized zone-requires an 
unemployment rate that is 50 
percent higher than the 
national average for the past 18 
months, he said, The nationa 
average for that period was 7 
percent, he said, and unem- 
ployment in the proposed Jobs 
Zone is currently estimated at 
15.3 percent. : 

“State enterprise zone 
incentives--such as income 
and franchise tax credits--will 
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be available in Columbus only 
in this Jobs Zone,” Rinehart 
explained. Likewise, certain 
city incentives--such as use of 
the Urban Initiatives Fund--will 


be, availabe only in the zone,” 


he said. 

Many city-wide incentives 
will be available on a priority or 
concentrated basis in the Jobs 
Zone, he added, including loan 
programs financed by federal 
Community: Development 
Block Grant moneys. 

Even if the city's-block grant 
allocation is reduced by fed- 
eral budget reductions, the 
loan programs can be con- 
tinued because UDAG and 
othertoan repayments will be 
paid back into revolving loan 
funds, he said. 

Mayor Rinehart said he 
hopes President Reagan will 
get his “birthday wish” for fed- 
eral enterprise zones. “When 
that occurs, we will be ready to 
seek federal economic incen- 
tives for especially hard-hit 
areas within the Jobs Zone,” he 
said. 

Those special areas are 
Franklinton and the corridors 
of 1-670 on the Near East Side 
and Route 104 on the South 
Side.
